Sierra Madre shocked 
at leaders’ deaths 


A memorial open house for Nancy Fader Miller, 
who died Monday morning at 7:45 a.m., is sched¬ 
uled for Saturday, Sept. 9, 2:30 to 4 p.m. at the 
Helen Fader home located at 166 S. Baldwin. The 
family will attend private services at the family home 
immediately preceding the open house. Rev. Richard 
Anderson of Congregational Church will officiate. 

Nancy, who was known for her community 
service, was born in Royal Oak, Mich., Apr. 23, 
1931 to Helen and Walter Fader. She was raised 
in Flint, Mich., and attended Michigan State Uni¬ 
versity there. 

She moved with her family to Sierra Madre 
in 1950 and Nancy attended Pasadena City College, 
majoring in business. 

The deceased was with Pacific Telephone Co. 
for 25 years and is a former co-owner of Abacus 
Business Machines. 

Nancy was known for her great generosity 
and love of animals. 

She was very active in civic circles, being on the 
Chamber of Commerce Board of Directors, even 
though she was a retired businesswoman. She was 
also a member of the Fourth of July Committee 
the past several years. 

She was ill for a short period of time and died 
at Methodist Hospital 10 days after being admitted. 

Her father preceded her in death, February, 
1986. 

Survivors, besides her mother, Helen Fader, 
include her brother, Walter Fader Jr. of Santa 
Barbara and his wife, Beverly; Marilyn Richardson 
of San Gabriel; nieces and nephews: Charles and 
Robert Fader, Jane Rose and Shirley Griffith, 
Randy and Douglas Cromer and Ralph Richardson. 

Also surviving are grandniece Alexandria Rose 
and grandnephews Michael and Joshua Cromer.

Funeral services were scheduled for Wednesday, 
2 p.m., for Marc F. Mueller, 40, who died Satur¬ 
day, Sept. 2. Marc was an active member and past 
chief (1982-1985) of the Sierra Madre Volunteer 
Fire Department.

Marc was born in Pasadena and attended

served in that capacity since 1972. 

He was appointed to the State Board of Fire 
Services and had been active in that role since 1985. 

Other affiliations for Marc included: chairman 
of the Committee for Volunteers for the California 
State Firemen’s As.sociation from 1979 to present; 
director of the National Volunteer Fire Council 
from 1981 to 1987; past president to the Arcadia 
Kiwanis Club; and an active member of the Pasa¬ 
dena Tournament of Roses. 

Survivors include his wife, Kathleen Mueller; 
daughter, Michelle; mother, Janet Mueller; grand¬ 
mother, Mary Lent; and stepdaughters, Kari and 
Kristi Jackson.

Conservancy, trust groups 
compare info, problems 


Citing information stated by Sierra Madre Fire 
Marshal William Kramer that 83 of the 90 hillside 
fire responses were to Chantry Flat Road, Mayor Pro 
Tetii George Maurer pointed out the increased fire 
hazard of the hillside area to the group who met 
last week to share ideas and information on land 
trusts and conservancies. 

Maurer quoted Kramer when he noted that these 
figures refer to the dates between 1978 and 1989 to 
date. 

The information was shared when the Sierra 
Madre Mountain Conservancy Committee, Glendora 
Pride and Diamond Bar General Plan Committee 
met with representatives from the Trust for Public 
Land (TPL) last week. 

The Sierra Madre committee is in the process 
of exploring the possibilities of establishing a con¬ 
servancy to preserve over 1000 acres of undeveloped 
hillside in its natural state, rather than lose it to 
developments as have other communities. 

Maurer, who has spearheaded the movement in 
Sierra Madre and organized the meeting, stated that 
while scenic, wildlife and conservation considerations 
were a vital part of the Sierra Madre movement 
to establish a land trust, safety considerations 
were also a concern, including the basic instability 
of decomposed granite and the inherent fire hazard 
piesented by hillside chaparral. 

The two representatives from TPL presented 
information on what the trust does for local con-

Classified employees of the Sierra Madre Public 
Library have received 4 percent increase for the 
calendar year 1989 and 1990 with an additional 
5 percent effective July 2, 1989. 

Salary ranges for those employed now include 
the following: associate librarian, between $1822 
and $2216; library assistant II, $1658 - $2010; 
library assistant I, $1327 - $1611; library assistant, 
$1265 - $1536; library assistant trainee, $1233 - 
$1498; secretary, $12295 - $1573; catalog typist, 
$1174 - $1427. City librarian receives $2986 per 
month. 

The city police, receiving the same salary 
adjustment as other city employees, receive ranges 
as follows: cadet, $1245 - $1513; desk office,

clerk, $225, city treasurer, $225. 


servancy committees, including help with developing 
strategies, training in various technical aspects of 
forming trusts and negotiating with property owners, 
providing advice and information regarding tax in¬ 
centives for potential donors and joint land acquisi¬ 
tions where the trust works with the local agency 
to facilitate purchase of lands, holding property 
until the local group can raise needed funds. 

Over 700 different land trusts and conservancies 
have now been established across the nation, pro¬ 
tecting more than two million acres of diverse 
resources, from urban “vest pocket” parks to agri¬ 
cultural, scenic and wildlife open space and pre¬ 
serves. 

TPL representatives Elizabeth Byers and Maria 
Fernandez stated that the major challenges facing 
potential land trusts included the dedication and 
commitment of the volunteers involved and raising 
of needed funds. 

Various methods of protecting land were dis¬ 
cussed, including outright purchase, restrictive 
covenants and conservation easements. 

They said TPL stands ready to help with all 
phases, from establishing the trust through nego¬ 
tiations with land owners and on into management 
of the land. 

Different types of land trust organizations 
were also outlined, ranging from public agencies, 
such as the city itself, to organizations with 
extensive membership among the citizenry. 

The Sierra Madre undeveloped hillside area 
available for consideration as possible inclusion 
in a land trust or conservancy includes over 4(X) 
acres in private hands, 25 owned by the Los Angeles 
County Flood Control and almost 1200 acres owned 
by the city of Sierra Madre, including over 1000 
acres already declared as a Wilderness Area by an 
ordinance adopted in 1%7. 

Five members of the Sierra Madre committee 
attended, three from Diamond Bar, including Mayor

Trial planned 
for today 

Trial for Jeffrey Stephen Percell was still 
on the docket for today, Thursday, Sept. 7, 
as of late Tuesday. The case has been continued 
twice so far, first from Aug. 1 to Aug. 21 
and then to the Sept. 7 date. 

Percell is charged with murdering his 
parents, Alice and John Percell, in their 
home on Liliano, Sierra Madre. Bodies of the 
deceased, killed by gunshot, were found by 
Sierra Madre Police Nov. 16. 

Percell surrendered to Burlington, Vt. 
police Dec. 13 and was extradited after a lengthy 
fight. He is being held with no bail. 

Percell continues to plead not guilty. 


Wilderness area — paradise or purgatory? 


Sierra Madre is a dedicated Wildlife Refuge, 
declared by an ordinance adopted in the early 1970s. 
Paradise now. 

But even Paradise, as Eve discovered, has its 
vipers and our refuge has its varmints which 
can be enchanting to some and a downright 
scourge to others, especially those whose homes 
adjoin the wilderness. 

The lonely, mystical song of the coyote is 
part of the nostalgic lore of the West, but we lost 
two small dogs and three stalwart cats to these 
Partners in Paradise before we decided it would be 
less traumatic to just forego keeping four-legged 
Coyote Ambrosia. 

The lonely wails are still beguiling, but they’re 
always tinged — for us — with bitter memories 
of dear-departed "best friends." 

We also have six Bambis who visit ui daily. 
Lovely, graceful creatures who intend no harm to 
any other creature. But they deamate our roses, 
which we also love, and dine on our gasanias 
and hybtscus and lilies and geraniums and oranges 
and avocadocs. etc. etc. etc. 


For those who also have Bambis who grace 
their gardens, we’ve made a list of flowers, shrubs 
and trees they do not enjoy. The list is short. 

In spite of their voracious appetites for all our 
prized flora, we mourned three of our Bambis who 
were brutally dispatched by what we think was a 
mountain lion, judging from the silent kills and selec¬ 
tive dining. 

We could hold bitter thoughts about pumas or 
cougars also, but they too inhabit our Paradise 
and are entitled, by our ordinance, to share it with 
us — and with the Bambis — without hurt or hin¬ 
drance. 

So are ground squirrels and rabbits, who dine 
on any floral morsels left by our Bambis and even 
dig up our tulip and daffodil and crocus bulbs, 
although they seldom devour the entire bulb. Just 
enough to assure that no flower will ever spring 
from the chomped remains. 

Mama skunks and raccooiu and pouums 
have raised their young here, each posing its poig¬ 
nant problems, along with yellow jackets, scorpiont.

That’s a sight 
we don’t like to see because it means 
that someone of importance has died. 

In Sierra Madre’s case, the flags 
are at half mast for two very impor¬ 
tant, well-known persons — Marc 
Mueller and Nancy Miller. 

Here were two people, dissimilar in 
most ways, but with one basic likeness 
of great importance — true Sierra 
Madreans who not only cared for their 
town but who also worked for their town 
with no questions asked. Just “Let’s 
see what needs to be done and let’s do 
it.’’ 

That’s a potent philosophy and 
one that is truly rare. Many of us see 
things that need to be done 
but we don’t always put the shoulders 
to the wheel, open up the checkbook 
and say, “How much do you need?” 

We knew Marc for the many years 
he had given the fire department. Not 
only did he serve locally and state-wide, 
but he was also involved nationally. 

We knew Marc to be a caring hu¬ 
man being, someone who would stop in 
and say, “You’re doing a great job. 
Keep it up.” He would also censure 
us gently if he did not feel we had 
handled a situation properly. 

Nancy, or Nance, as we called her, 
was just always there. Even after she re¬ 
tired as a businesswoman, she gave 
long, tiring hours to the Chamber of 
Commerce and to her beloved Fourth 
of July Committee. 

And above all the folderol, she 
quietly opened up her checkbook and 
gave, gave, gave. No questions asked. 
“See that it gets done.” “Make sure the 
bandshell is completed.” And always, 
“Yeah, I’ll be there” when a task had 
not been done. 

To say that these two will be missed 
is a giant understatement. 

The town has lost two very special 
people in one week and, yes, we will 
miss them. Somehow, in time, their ab¬ 
sence will fade a little. Soon the hole 
they have left will close a bit. Yes, we 
will miss them a great deal. 

Let’s raise our glasses of orange 
juice, tea. Coca Cola (Nance’s favorite), 
wine or whatever to these two really 
great people.

What is reai 

tnith against secession? 

I have observed the 
discussion taking place in 
the Sierra Madre News 
regarding the secession 
of Sierra Madre from 
the Pasadena Uni¬ 
fied School District. The 
discussion has engendered 
some strong emotion 
and some regrettable 
comments. 

In particular, I note 
that there have been 
many letters, among them 
one of this past week, 
claiming that the only 
possible reasons for 
desiring to secede must, 
in the end, be racially 
motivated. The gist of 
this reasoning is that 
Pasadena schools are 
OK, therefore the people 
who want to secede must 
really be racists as it is 
well known that there 
are more blacks in the 
Pasadena schools. This 
is not only faulty 
reasoning and presump¬ 
tion, it is an ad 
hominem argument (“ad 
hominem: appealing to 
one’s prejudices rather 
than to reason, as 
by attacking one’s 
opponent rather than 
debating the issue” — 
Webster’s New World 
Dictionary), always an 
improper technique and 
sometimes used by those 
who have no rebuttal for 
the arguments given 
and thereby seek to shift 
the grounds of dis¬ 
cussion. 

So far as I have 
seen, SMPBE has 
raised valid concerns re¬ 
garding (1) the quality of 
education provided, (2) 
the incidence of violence 
and other crimes and 
(3) the very modest (3 
percent) voice Sierra

On the other side, I 
can remember few letters 
that attempted to argue 
the case against secession 
on purely factual grounds.

These statements are 
demeaning and insulting. 
It should not be so hard 
to believe that parents 
can be solely moti¬ 
vated by a desire for the 
best education for their 
children. (A good edu¬ 
cation is the only in¬ 
heritance that cannot be 
devalued or confiscated). 
I happen to favor the 
actions of SMPBE simply 
because 1 believe their 
program will lead to a 
better education for 
our children. Ok is not 
good enough; people 
progress by reaching for 
the best — whether they 
achieve it or not. Race 
is not, as it should not 
be, a consideration. For 
the purpose of demon¬ 
stration, I will state that 
I chose to attend a 
high school, one hour 
of travel time away, in 
Brooklyn, NY, which 
had a black enrollment 
of 30 to 40 percent, over 
my local high school, 
in a predominantly white, 
middle-class community 
with almost no black en¬ 
rollment, solely because 
that high school had 
a stronger academic pro¬ 
gram than the local 
high school. I have no 
problems with my 
conscience. We should 
leave individuals to 


have just recently come 
to light. RHA seem deter¬ 
mined to build their 
hotel on this property — 
with encouragement 
from the city.

Now that summer is officially over, the 
kids are heading back to school and there are 
fewer distractions, Main Street committee acti¬ 
vity can shift back into high gear. 

Much has been said in this column about 
creating new partnerships, cooperation among 
the public and private sectors, and the need 
for larger number of willing bodies to get 
the work of revitalizing downtown humming. 

A column entitled, “Do We Have As 
Much Sesne As a Goose” landed on my desk. 
It caught my eye because the credits showed it 
had been given as an invocation at the Seattle 
Rotary Club in January of this year. See what 
you think. 

“This spring when you see geese heading 
back north for the summer flyng along in ‘V’ 
formation, you might be interested in knowing 
what scientists have discovered about why 
they fly that way. It has been learned that as 
each bird flaps its wings, it creates an uplift 
for the bird immediately following. 

“By flying in a ‘V’ formation, the whole 
flock adds at least 71 percent greater flying 
range than if each bird flew on its own. Basic 
truth No. 1: People who share a common direc¬ 
tion and sense of community can get where they 
are going quicker and easier because they are 


traveling on the thrust of one another. 

“Whenever a goose falls out of formation, 
it suddenly feels the drag and resistance of 
trying to go it alone and quickly gets back into 
formation to take advantage of the lifting po¬ 
wer of the bird immediately in front. Basic 
truth No. 2: If we have as much sense as a 
goose, we will stay in formation with those 
who are headed that same way we are going. 

“When the lead goose gets tired, he 
rotates back in the wing and another goose 
flies point. Basic truth No. 4: It pays to take 
turns doing hard jobs — with people or with 
geese flying north. 

“The geese honk from behind to encourage 
those up front to keep up their speed. Basic 
truth No. 4: We need to be careful what we 
say when we honk from behind. 

“Finally, when a goose gets sick, or is 
wounded by gunshot and falls out, two geese 
fall out of formation and fellow him down 
to help and project him. They stay with him 
until he is either able to fly or until he is dead, 
and then they launch out on their own or 
with another formation to catch up with their 
group. Final truth: If we have the sense of a 
goose we will stand by each other like that.” 

The Main Street comprehensive approach 
to revitalizing downtown is cemented in, and 
depends heavily on, cooperative community 
effort. The philosophy places little stock in 
“quick-fix” improvement projects. While ack¬ 
nowledging the value of those projects and 
their necessity as a part of at total effort. Main 
Street recognizes that individual efforts standing 
alone, no matter how grandiose, cannot sus¬ 
tain continued revitalization. 

The Main Street approach was developed 
as a way to make the best of everything and 
to provide a vehicle which communities the 
size of Sierra Madre could use to work together 
more effectively. It seems that nature has known 
all along.

Madre.

Locally, current defi¬ 
ciencies in our blood 
reserves have prompted 
a Red Cross blood 
appeal to blood donors 
and citizens. During 
summer and winter holi¬ 
days, in particular when 
schools are out, families 
are on vacation, and 
fewer companies hold 
blood drives. Red Cross 
has a difficult time re¬ 
cruiting blood donors, 
and, unfortunately, 
these are also the time

“Right now we are 
experiencing a severe 
shortage of every blood 
type.

The American Red 
Cross has made a com¬ 
mitment to the American 
people to provide the 
most reliable and safest 
blood supply possible. 
It is Red Cross’ pledge 
that everyone in need 
of blood will receive 
it, regardless of economic 
status or the ability to 
donate or meet replace¬ 
ment requirements. 

Fulfilling this com¬ 
mitment depends solely 
on the willingness of 
healthy individuals to 
donate to Red Cross 
voluntarily in the tradi¬ 
tion of free citizens serv¬ 
ing each other and their 
communities . . . neigh¬ 
bors helping neighbors. 


Remarkably, although 
90 percent of the 
American population is 
medically eligible to 
donate blood, only 5 per¬ 
cent of Americans actu¬ 
ally do.

— Names of places 
recently traveled.

Playwright Horton 
Foote, theologian Mar¬ 
tin Marty, historians and 
feminists are among 
those interviewed.

Helen S. Hawkins 

Helen S. Hawkins, 
former Sierra Madrean, 
died mid-August at her 
La Jolla home after a 
six-year illness with 
cancer. 

Dr. Hawkins, a leader 
in women’s rights move¬ 
ments and involved in 
community organiza¬ 
tions, was born in Brook¬ 
lyn, N.Y. and came to 
La Jolla in 1941. She 
attended Junior and 
Senior High School there 
and studied choral music 
at Tanglewood and in¬ 
ternational economics at 
Oxford, England. She 
completed her bachelor’s 
degree summa cum laude 
at Wheaton College, 
Norton, Mass. 

Dr. Hawkins was 
elected to Phi Beta 
Kappa in her junior 
year and was valedictorian 
of her class. She was 
chosen guest editor of 
the 1950 college issue 
of Mademoiselle maga¬ 
zine. 

She and her husband, 
William M. Hawkins 
Jr., a San Diego 
native, were married 
in 1951 and returned 
to live in Southern 
California. After raising 
three children, she 
received master’s and 
Ph.D. degrees in 
history at UCSD. 

In 1970, she became 
co-founder and first 
president of the San 
Diego Chapter of the 
National Organization 


for Women. Later, she 
was appointed by the 
mayor to serve on San 
Diego commissions 
dealing with affirmative 
action and women’s 
rights. She was a mem¬ 
ber of the National 
Women’s Political Cau¬ 
cus and was a charter 
member of Dimensions, 
a San Diego women’s 
networking group. 

In 1982, she was 
awarded the Susan 
B. Anthony Award by 
the San Diego chap¬ 
ter of NOW and in 1976 
she joined KPBS-TV as 
executive director 
of humanities pro¬ 
gramming. Her pro¬ 
duction of “California 
Rights” won a San Diego 
area Emmy Award in 
1982 from the National 
Academy of Television 
Arts and Sciences and a 
national Silver Gavel 
Award from the American 
Bar Association. 

Besides her husband, 
survivors include three 
children, Gus and Angela 
of San Diego, and Trip 
of Portola Valley. Also 
surviving are two sisters 
and two brothers.

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Nearby Huntington Library affords iibrary, gaiiery

The Huntington Lib¬ 
rary, Art Gallery and 
Botanical Gardens in 
San Marino are a 
unique triumvirate. Go 
there as a casual visitor 
or a serious scholar, 
wander in any direction 
and be treated to a 
rare feast for the eyes 
and the mind. All this 
was made possible and 
free to the public when 
the Huntington’s great 
wealth and collections 
were left in a magnifi¬ 
cent bequest. 

Henry Edwards 
Huntington, of Pacific 
Electric fame, pur¬ 
chased the property for a 
hoinesite in 1903. It had 
been a 600-acre working 
ranch and no matter 
how elegant living there 
became over the years, 
Huntington always 
referred to it as “the 
Ranch.” Today, 207 
acres of the estate re¬ 
main with 130 acres open 
to the public. 

Soon after he ac¬ 
quired the property, 
work on the gardens 
began. Under the direc¬ 
tion of the young land¬ 
scape gardener William 
Hertrich, who served 
as estate superintendent 
for over 40 years. 


plant specimens 
were gathered from all 
over the world and 
these, combined with 
classic statues, fountains 
and sweeping lawns, create 
a beautiful setting for 
the handsome buildings. 
Today, this is one of the 
world’s great botanical 
gardens with a breath¬ 
taking rose garden that 
has over 900 varieties 
and covers the history of 
the rose for 2000 
years, a desert garden 
with the largest outdoor 
collection of cacti and 
succulents in the world, 
cycads, palms, camellias, 
azaleas, an herb gar¬ 
den, lily ponds, a jungle 
green and a Japanese 
garden that is absolutely 
exquisite. 

The Georgian mansion 
that is the Art Gallery 
at the Huntington, was 
the former residence of 
Huntington and his 
wife, Arabella. Built in 
1909-1910, with a 
large wing added in 1934, 
it contains the largest 
collection of British 18th 
and 19th century art 
outside of England, 
French art of the same 
period and other im¬ 
portant objects of art 
including Houdon’s 
bronze statue of 


Diane. Most 

popular with the pub¬ 
lic are the portraits of 
“Blue Boy” by 
Thomas Gainsborough 
and “Pinkie” by Sir 
Thomas Lawrence. 

Arabella, no doubt, 
influenced her hus¬ 
band in many of his 
art purchases. She was 
considered one of the 
most important art col¬ 
lectors of her day and 
her various mansions 
over the years con¬ 
tained valuable art, with 
a number of these now in 
New York’s Metropolitan 
Museum of Art. 

Henry was a book 
lover and book collector 
much of his life and this 
brought about the 
world famous Hunting- 
ton Library. He told 
Hertrich, “1 am going to 
give something to the 
public before 1 die, 
but 1 shall house it so 
that 1 know that neither 
earthquakes nor fire can 
destroy it.” The library 
is a two-fold institution. 
Open to the general pub¬ 
lic is the impressive Exhi¬ 
bition Hall that at one 
time may include a rich 
display of a 1455 Guten¬ 
berg Bible, the first 
book printed in Europe 
with movable type.

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Chaucer’s “Canterbury 
Tales,” first editions of 
British and American 
authors, Benjamin 
Franklin’s “Autobio¬ 
graphy” in his own 
handwriting, original 
Lincoln documents, a fo¬ 
lio of huge plates by 
Audubon’s beautiful 
“Birds of America” 
and historical paintings 
of the American west. 
Adjacent rooms have 
special changing exhi¬ 
bits. Everything, of 
course, is under climate- 
controlled conditions. 

But this is only the 
tip of the iceberg. 
Behind the scenes at 
the library are stored 
over 3 million items of 
rare books, manu¬ 
scripts, drawings, maps, 
photographs, etc. where 
about 1600 scholars 
a year and coming from 
all over the world, pursue 
their research. 

The Huntington also 
has its own book pub¬ 
lishing program with 
the books available for 
purchase in their book 
store. Additions to all 
collections continue to 
be acquired here, some¬ 
thing which was Henry’s 
wish as well. 

The newest building 
on the grounds is the 
Virginia Steele Scott 
Gallery of American 
Art opened in mid- 
1984. The collection 
there represents the best 
of American Art from 
about 1740 to 1940 and 
was made possible through 
the generosity of Vir¬ 
ginia Scott, who before 


her death was a 
Pasadena resident 
and art collector. Some¬ 
time in 1990 a special 
permanent exhibit 
will be opened in the 
Scott Gallery devoted 
to architects Greene 
and Greene and also the 
Arts and Crafts 
Movement. Recently, 
the Greene and Greene 
library, formerly at 
the Gamble House, 
was moved, for a per¬ 
manent home at this 
gallery. 

There is one 
building here, per¬ 
haps the most beautiful, 
that is often missed by 
the public. It is the 
marble mausoleum of 
Henry and Arabella 
Huntington by noted 
architect John 
Russell Pope, creator 
of the Jefferson Mem¬ 
orial in Washington, 
D.C. and other build¬ 
ings of note. Located 
on the highest point 
of the property and 
about three-fourths of 
a mile away from the 
other buildings in a 
serene and beauti¬ 
ful spot, it is a round 
domed structure sur¬ 
rounded by columns in the 
classic style. Huntington 
made a strong stipula¬ 
tion that this structure, 
too, be earthquake 
proof, no doubt remem¬ 
bering the loss of his 
wife’s San Francisco 
mansion in the 1906 
quake. 

Fascinating as a back¬ 
ground for the Hunting- 
ton is some of the family

history. Henry was a 
nephew of Collis Hun¬ 
tington of “Big Four” 
fame. When Collis 
and Mark Hopkins 
were partners in a 
hardware business they 
combined forces with 
Leland Stan¬ 

ford, then a grocer, and 
Charles Crocker, a dry- 
goods store owner, and 
parlayed a modest in¬ 
vestment into the con¬ 
struction and 

completion of the 
first United 

States transcontinental 
railroad in 1869, a major 
milestone in the develop¬ 
ment of the west. In a 
few years all four 
men became multi- 
millionaries. 

With the expansion of 
Collis’ railroad 
and business empire and 
impressed by the ability 
of his nephew, Henry, 
Collis hired Henry to 
help manage some of his 
business interests. Henry 
continued this association 
until Collis’ death. 

Sometime, when mak¬ 
ing business trips to the 
East Coast, Collis met 
Arabella Yarrington, a 
tall, brunette beauty with 
a lively mind. Collis 
was 30 years her 
senior and married. Ara¬ 
bella’s life in those years 
remains a mystery as 
she had all personal 
records destroyed, but 
she may have become 
Collis’ companion as 
early as in the 1870s. 
After his wife died of 
cancer, Arabella and 

Collis were married in 
1884 and he adopted her 
son Archer. When Collis 
died in 1900 she was 
left one of the world’s 
wealthiest women.

were left fortunes from 
the estate although Henry 
went on to make a tre¬ 
mendous fortune of his 
own, not only with his 
street cars, but with real 
estate holdings and other 
business interests. Henry 
had married in 1873, 
had three daughters and 
a son, but this marriage 
ended in divorce in 
1906. Incidently, the 
Huntington Memorial 
Hospital in Pasadena is 
a memorial to Collis and 
Henry’s son, Howard, 
who preceded his 
father in death. 

Henry and Arabella, 
who were the same age, 
then married each other 
in 1913. It proved a 
very happy union and 
Henry was devoted to 
“Belle” as the family 
called her. There is a 


formidable looking 
portrait of her that greets 
you at the Huntington 
which was painted the year 
she died. But she is wear¬ 
ing black as she always 
did, in mourning for 
Collis even after her 
marriage to Henry, ^hc 
died in 1924 and 
Henry in 1927.

centipedes. Black Widow spiders, ants, flies, gnats 
and mosquitoes. Ail children of our Refuge, our 
Paradise. 

The more aggressive and obnoxious insects we 
long ago decided weren’t really protected by our 
ordinance and rattlesnakes, being descendants of 
Original Sin, we have also never counted. 

Since the Sierra Madre Police Dept, has helped 
us dispatch some five or six of the 30 or more 
we have murdered over the years, we feel the 
law is on our side on this. Wildlife Preserve or 
no. 

Once upon a time the county came and trapped 
the coyotes and took them off to more 
congenial paradises, and the USC Antivenin Lab 
would capture the vipers, milk them for antivenin 
and turn them loose far, far away from urban 
neighborhoods. But no more. 

Our wildlife is thriving, but more and more, 
it seems, at the expense of our beloved pets and 
prized petunias. 

Paradise enow, but sometimes it is hard to have 
to choose between Bambis and roses, or between 
“man’s best friends” and the lonesome songsters 
of wilderness and the once-upon-a-time wild, wild 
West.

Now, with the opera 
season at the Dorothy 
Chandler Pavilion will 
underway, seems a good 
time to look at the ori¬ 
gins which affect the 
public attitude toward 
lyric theater. Music and 
drama have been com¬ 
panions from the 
beginning, but the words 
“opera” and “musicals” 
evoke quite different 
sympathies. 

Take opera. The kind 
of opera we auto¬ 
matically think of was 
born in the 1600s in 
Italy. The great ruling 
families of Venice, Flo¬ 
rence and Milan moved 
their custom-built spec¬ 
tacles from their own 
palaces into theaters 
equipped for the 
elaborate scenery and 
stage effects, accom¬ 


panied by undistinguished 
music, mostly a setting 
for the vocal gymnas¬ 
tics that savored more 
of the circus than or 
art. Young boys with 
outstanding voices were 
even surgically altered to 
retain the strong soprano 
that was much admired, 
and great acclaim went 
to voices that could range 
three to four octaves. 
Records of the time 
spend most of their ad¬ 
miration on the stage ef¬ 
fects. 

Such baroque spec¬ 
tacle seemed very ap¬ 
propriate to the King of 
France and soon Italian 
opera with its stage 
machines and vocal 
flourishes was popular 
at courts all over 
Europe. Few of these 
operas have survived.

however, and far fewer 
are ever performed. 

In England, John 
Gay wrote a satiric ver¬ 
sion, using folk tunes, 
called “The Beggar’s 
Opera” which is 
still produced now and 
then. 

In the 1700s, Gluck 
in France and Mozart in 
Austria began to write 
operas in which the 
music was a real comple¬ 
ment to the simpler sto¬ 
ries and magnified the 
emotions of real people. 

Then along came Verdi 
and Puccini and the lush 
romanticism of the 1800s, 
and the Wagnerian ideal, 
never actually realized. 


of a theater form that 
would combine drama, 
music and staging into a 
single overwhelming 
act. 

But in America, opera 
was mostly an elitist 
taste, carrying high 
society connotations, 
and only too easy for the 
general public to think 
of as boring at best, 
grotesque at worst, 
full of hefty brass- 
bosomed sopranos sing¬ 
ing in strange languages. 
Your true opera-buff 
still cares are more about 
the music and the vocal 
mechanism capable of 
producing it than about 
the relevance of the story 


and the verisimilitude of 
the acting. And a good 
thing, too, since the 
combination of all the 
various skills of the great 
operatic performer, 
voice, musicality, act¬ 
ing ability, acceptable 
appearance, and charis¬ 
ma, is a phenomenon 
that happens only a few 
times in each genera¬ 
tion. 

Musical comedy, 
of course, started at the 
other end of the social 
scale, maybe in the 
London slums with John 
Gay, and certainly on the 
vaudeville stages of 
America. A slim plot 
held together a lot of 
cheerful singing and 
dancing by a lot of pretty 
girls, a few comedians 
and a few tenors, easy to 
like and in English. It 
has evolved into some¬ 


thing much more com¬ 
plex, the music drama, 
one of America’s chief 
contributions to 
the arts, and it demands 
performers who 
can act, dance and sing 
adequately. 

But the line becomes 
more and more vague 
between the two. 
“Opera to be grand must 
be tragic!” “Man of La 
Mancha” and “West Side 
Story” end tragically. 
“All the lines must be 
sung.” “Evita” and 
“Jesus Christ Super- 
star” have hardly a 
spoken word. Will 
Andrew Lloyd Webber 
be considered, in 50 
years, as a writer of 
light opera, opera, 
or merely a curiosity of 
the late 1900s. He is hard¬ 
ly Wagner, of course. 
Thank goodness!

and lexas. 

Schools specifically 
designed for children 
who had lived abroad 
were visited by the 
delegation which saw 
well-equipped schools, 
where a national cur¬ 
riculum established by 
the government was 
taught, reports Sunds. 
She said that she 
knows it’s a cliche, but 
true, “Children are 
the same everywhere.” 

Their trip included 
“just enough temples” 
and time to go shopping, 
too, according to Consi¬ 
dine, who said that 
the whole event was well 
thoughtout and organized. 
T wo homestays were in¬ 
cluded in the itinerary. 
Considine and her hus¬ 
band, Jim, stayed with 
the family of Nobu 
Kanainauru, who was a 
Longley Way third grader 
five years ago, and 
Sund was with the 
Akiyama family who has 
former Baldwin Stocker 
students. 

In their five-city tour, 
the educators visited 
Suzuki Motors, 
Yamaha Motor and 


Piano factory. They met 
with board of education 
and a chamber of 
commerce group. 
Coming into contact 
with so many aspects 
of the Japanese cul¬ 
ture, “you couldn’t 
help but better under¬ 
stand (the Japanese),” 
according to Sund. 

An extra plus, said 
Considine, was learn¬ 
ing from fellow 
travelers. 

These educators found 
the Japanese to be 
very gracious. In one in¬ 
stance a non-English 
speaking young boy in¬ 
sisted, in his way, 
that Jim Considine 
accept his little model 
collection. Sally Consi¬ 
dine had taken stickers 
and postcards of 
California beaches 
for the children. 

Because this_was the 
15th anniversary of the 
educator trip to Japan, 
a documentary film was 
made during the excur¬ 
sion, and Sund antici¬ 
pates the film crew to 
visit Arcadia to put 
the finishing touches on 
the documentary.
